A short history of Vice Presiden 


Wilson, who died lust Monday, re 
gretted by a nation he had so faith 
fully served, is not out of place: 


Henry Wilson was horn February 


16, 1812, and was emphatically a sell 
made man. His parents were poor 
and having been apprenticed at th< 
age of ten years, the whole period o 
Ins school attendance until his ma 
jority was attained was less than on 
year. Yet being a great reader, hi 
had managed during that time on 
Sundays, by firelight and moonlight 
to devour the contents of nearly 
thousand historical and biographica 
volumes. He afterwards hired him 
self to a shoemaker at Natick, Mass. 
with whom he remained two years, 
when placing his savings in the hands 
of a person for sufe keeping, he mark- 
ed out and entered upon a system oi 
academic education. 
This was cul 


short by the insolvency of the person 
who had his money, and in 1838 h« 
returned to Natick and resumed work 
nthis trade. His first entrance in 
public life was in the Presidential 
canvass of 1840, during which he 
mode something over forty speeches 
For General Harrison. He was there- 
if tor thrice returned to the State Leg 
islature, in which he soon became 
conspicuous as an active and enthu- 
siastic anti-slavery man. In 1845 he 
made a speech in favor of the adop- 
'lion by the Legislature of a resolu 
.ion "declaring the unalterable Los- 
ility of Massachusetts to the further 
extension and longer continuance of 
ilavery in America and her fixed de- 
ermination to use all legal and con- 
stitutional means for its extinction." 
pliich was pronounced by the anti- 
ilavery journals to be the fullest and 
most comprehensive on the slavery 
question that had yet been made in 


legislative body in the country. 


D 1848 he was a delegate to the Whig 
National Convention, and in the same 
year purchased the Boston Republican, 


daily paper, which he edited for 
wo years. In 1849 he was elected 
Chairman of the Free Soil party of 
Massachusetts, which position he 
leld for four years. In 1850 and 
851 he was elected to the State Sen- 
ate of which he was made President, 
a 1852 he was made President of the 
rree Soil National Convention of 
hat party. In the same year he was 
hat party's candidate for Congress in 
he Eighth Massachusetts District, 
i>nt was defeated by less than a him- 
Ted votes. In 1853 he was the Free 
loil candidate for Governor, and was 
again defeated. In 1855 he was elect- 
>d to succeed Edward Everett in the 
Jnitecl Senate, and became at once 
onspieuona as an anti-slavery advo- 
ate. In 1856, when Sumner'was as- 
ailed by Brooks of South Carolina, 
klr. Wilson, in a speech to the Sen- 
,te, denounced the act ''as a brutal, 
nnrderons and cowardly a'sanlt." 
for this Brooks challenged, but Mr. 
Wilson rrfnspd to accept it, on the 
Tound that dueling was a barbarous 
>ractice, rightly branded as a crime 
t>y the laws of the country. He, how- 
•ver, significantly added, that he be- 
leved in the Divine right of solf-de- 
'ense. Mr. Brooks pursued the sub- 
ject no further. From that time up 
io his election, in 1872, as Vice Pres- 
.clent, Mr. Wilson has been ono of 
,he most prominent men of the Re- 
rmhlican party. In 1801 he was made 
President of the Senate Committee 
on Military affairs, a post which the 
civil war rendered one of unprece- 
•lented labor and responsibility. In 
.his capacity he introduced and car- 
ried through Congress in the extra 
session of 1861 the Acts to authorize 
the employment of five hundred thou- 
sand volunteers to increase the reg- 
ilar army, and varicms other impor- 
:ant measures. In tho regular ses- 
sion of 1861-62, Mr. Wilsou intro- 
duced the bill to abolish slavery in 
;he District of Columbia, and also 
;hat for abolishing the "Black Code." 
During the war ho was a staunch 
'riend and ardent supporter of Pres- 
ident Lincoln, 
advocating every 


measure looking to the comfort and 
caro of our soldiers, and was always 
;o be found in the right place and at 
bis post of duty.

Speaker of the House of Representa 
lives, for the time being, shall act as 
President of the United States unti 
the disability be removed or a Presi 
dent shall be elected. 


Hon. Thomas W. Ferry, of Michi 


gan, was, at the extra session of the 
Senate last March, elected President 
pro tempore of that body, Mr. Car 
penter's term having expired.

would, therefore, seem that Mr. Fer- 
ry is, by law, empowered to fill the 
office of Vice President.
